Canadian Pacific combined to delay Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s arrival in 
Calgary until 11:05 o’clock tonight. After that time, Sir Wilfrid 
addressed about 2500 persons at two meetings in Knox church, and 
the Grand theatre, and another 1500 people who had waited patiently 
in two nearby halls were forced to return to their homes disappointed. 
Although the thermometer was 30 below zero, the Laurier meetings 
attracted one of the largest crowds which ever gathered to hear 
a political speaker in this city.

Neation) from an Edmonton soldier, 
“Somewhere in France.” It is re- 
published by request of a number of 
returned voldiers in Edmonton: 

Sir,—Trusting you are the sport to 
take the medicine you so dearly love 
to deal out to others, I am going to 
send you these few lines, when I have 
a chance to get them away. 

I note you are very loud in your 
shouting about conscription, and you 
have also had a lot of loud talk about 
slackers and so on. Now, Jack, if you 
are so brave and possess the courage 
that you would have the other fellow 
have, you might accept a word of 
advice from a humble guy out here 
If you would, 
to close up that shop of yours while 
the war is on, as you are using up a 
lot of good paper and ink that could 
be better used in the war, and your 
Only mission seems to be to stir up 
strife between one man and another 
which we don't need at this time of 
day. 

It is quite true that you do get ina 
line of truth once in a while, But you 
always try to make so much out of It 
that the average fair-minded man Is 
obliged to divide your version of it 
by two or three-—yes, many times by 
four. While this war is on in all its 
fury we don’t stand in need of such 
journals as yours, and a lot of house 
top shouting. 

And now, Jack, for God's sake take 
a tip: and if you possess the mettle 
that you would have the other fellow 
made up of, close up your little shop, 
come out here and 1 will meet you
